The German raids on France were

A dense fog protected the invaders. 
The inhabitants of the towns attack­ 
ed took refuge in the cellars. 
One German flyer fell at Laneville 
and was captured.

(From Los Angeles Financial N ew s.) 


Farm Products Score Record 
Am erica farm s during 1914 eclipsed all records for 
combined value of their products with a total of al­ 
most $10,000,000,000. 
Secretary Houston of the De­ 
partm ent of A griculture announced yesterday that 
tho value of all farm crops, farm animal products 
and farm anim als sold and slaughtered, aggregated 
$9,872,930,000. 
T h at was $83,000,000 more than the 
grand total for 1913, the previous record year, and 
m ore th a n double the value of all farm products 
in 1899. 
Crops in 1914 were valued at $6 ,0 4 4 ,4 8 0 ,0 0 0 and the 
estim ated total value of the animal products and of 
the farm anim als sold and slaughtered w as $3,828,- 
4.16,000. 
The value of crop production for the year 
w as slightly leas than in 1913, on account of the re ­ 
duced value of the cotton crop, brought about prin­ 
cipally from the European war. 
The corn and wheat 
crops, however, were the most valuable ever pro­ 
duced in the United States, bringing the y e a r’s crop 
value total to onlj $88,279,000 less than the total for 
1913, despite the loss of more than $300,000,000 in the 
value of the cotton crop. 


“ The estim ated value of the animal products on 
the farm in 1914 is distinctly higher than in 1913, 
which was itself a record year in the value of this 
class of products. 
This is due to general, but slight 
increases in production, except for sheep and swine, 
and in prices, more especially to a small increase 
in the average farm price of eggs and to a more 
considerable increase in the farm price of cattle and 
calves sold and slaughtered. 
It m ust be borne in 
mind th at the am ounts of these estim ates do not 
stand for net wealth produced, nor for cash re­ 
ceived, nor for profit, nor for income in any sense. 
Each product is valued, as in the census, when it 
reached com m ercial form and the grand aggregate 
of all item s is to be regarded as an index num ber, 
or from a relative rather than from an absolute 
point of view.” 


The sales of crops were estimated a t $2,928,000,000, 
sales of livestock $2,919,000,000—a total of $5,847,000,- 
000. 
The estim ated value of total sales per farm 
was $892, and sales per capita of rural population, ex­ 
cluding towns, $139. 
T he value of the principal farm crops in 1914 was: 
Corn, $1,702,599,OOO; wheat, $878,680,000; hay, $779,- 
068,000; cotton, $719,616,000; oats. $499,431,000; pota­ 
toes. $198,609,000; barley, $105,903,000; tobacco, $101,- 
411.000; sw eet potatoes, $41,294,000; rye, $37,018,000; 
sugar beets. $27,950,000; rice, $21,849,000; flaxseed, 
$19,540,000, and buckwheat, $12,892 000. 


In the production of the above fourteen principal 
crops, the year's aggregate was about IO per rent 
larger than In 1913, and 6 per cent sm aller than in^ 
1912, which year stands as one of the g reatest ag­ 
gregate productions in the United States. 
In 1914 
two important, crops exceeded previous records— 
wheat, with 891,000,000 bushels, following th e 1913 
record of 763,000 000 bushels, and cotton, with 15,966- 
000 hales (prelim inary estimate,) the previous record 
being 15,693,000 bales in 1911. 
The value per acre 
of all en u m erated crops averaged about $16.44 in 
1914, cotn{tared with $16.52 in 1913 and $16.15 in 1912.

Northwest Fruit Marketing Agencies 
Taking co-operation as its slogan, a comm ittee of 
prominent fruit growers and business men appointed 
at a !arge conference of fruit growers held at Spokane 
recently is attem p tin g not only to bring together 
the big fruit, m arketing agencies of the Pacific north­ 
west, but also to establish factories in all districts 
of W ashington, Oregon, Idaho and Montana to m anu­ 
facture by-products of surplus fruits and vegetables. 
The committee is opposed to tile sale of stock of 
canneries, evaporators an d other by-product plants 
by promoters, and recom m ends that in each district 
the growers perfect their own organization for m anu­ 
facturing purposes on a purely co-operative basis. 
In getting started m em bers of the comm ittee will 
go into the different districts to assist tho local 
orchardists, on condition th at the existing frosh 
fruit selling organizations bury their hatchets and 
get together to assum e the leadership.

in Seattle Jan u ary 23.
